Attached, as promised, EPA’s standard consent for access form,
tailored for your client’s property, plus a copy of EPA’s “Policy Towards Owners of Residential
Property at Superfund Sites” (1991).

As | mentioned, EPA’s general policy is that we don’t pursue residential owners for the costs of
investigation and cleanup under CERCLA. However, as | also mentioned, this general policy also
provides the following, specific exception: “Also, if an owner of residential property fails to provide
the Agency with access to the residential property located on a Superfund site to evaluate the need
for a response action or to implement a response action ..., this policy will not apply.” (p.4) Note
also that the definition of “located on a Superfund site” for purposes of this policy includes sites that
are “the subject of planned or current removal ... activities,” which is the case here for your client’s
property.

For your client to remain eligible for the general policy of enforcement discretion toward residential
owners, your client will need to provide access to EPA for purposes of carrying out the work
scheduled to begin on your client’s property Monday, Aug. 12. To confirm that consent, your client
should sign the attached consent form and return it to us via pdf tomorrow (Thursday), if at all
possible. The signed original may be delivered to us by mail.

If you have any other questions, please let me know. Thank you for your timely attention to this
matter. EPA looks forward to beginning work next Monday to ensure the protection of the health of
your clients and the surrounding community.

A. Purpcse and Summary

This guidance describes EPA’s pollcy for enforcement actions
to recover response costs or to require response actions under
the Comprehensive Environmental Response, Compensation, and
Liability Act of 1980 (CERCLA or Superfund) as amended by the
Superfund Amendments and Reauthorization Act of 1986 (SARA), with
respect to owners of residential property located on a Superfund
site.

Under this policy, EPA, in the exercise of its enforcement
discretion, will not take enforcement actions against an owner of
residential property to require such owner to undertake response
actions or pay response costs, unless the residential homeowner'’s
activities lead to a release or threat of release of hazardous
substances, resulting in the taking of a response action at the
site.' This policy deoes not apply when an owner of residential
property fails to cooperate with the Agency’s response actions or
with a state that is taking a response action under a cooperative
agreement with EPA pursuant to section 104(d) (1) of CERCLA. This
policy also does not apply where the owner of residential
property fails to meet other CERCLA obligations, or uses the
residential property in any manner inconsistent with residential

EPA is issuing this policy to address concerns raised by
owners of residential property, and to provide a nationally
consistent approach on this issue.
